SCALE THS FALL 


Bstablishment of the Cuca- 
monga Grape festival on a per- 
manent basis, with the granting 
of $6,000 in state funds practical- 
ly assured for it: development and 
maintenance, is today moving to- 
ward reatization. 

August 29, 30 and September 1 
have been set as the dates for the 
1941 Grape Festival by the board 
of directors of the Cucamonga 
Service club, which met last night, 
it was announced this morning 
by President Bob Henderson. 
Grapes and grape products are to 
be strictly predominant as the 
theme and purpose of the festival. 

Work is already being under- 
taken by O. P. Whitney toward 
working out premium lists and 
classifying grapes for judging and 
exhibit, 

LOOK TO FUTURE 

Directors of the Cucamonga 
Service club, for the time being, 
are functioning as directors of 
the festival. However, they are 
directing every effort this year 
toward establishing the Grape 
Festival on a sound, permanent 
basis, and when the time war- 
rants, a new set-up for adminis- 
tration of the festival will be es- 
tablished. 

Granting of state funds for the 
festival is contingent upon the 
outlay for premiums. The fes- 
tival must be carried through by 
local initiative this year, then the 
state money will be available next 
January. 

In order to secure state assist- 
ance, two requirements must be 
met. The festival must either 
own or have a 20-year lease on 
land for its site and it must have 
installed permanent equipment. 
It must also form a non-profit as- 
sociation to conduct the festival 
and keep a proper set of records. 

TO BE REIMBURSED 

Upon meeting these require- 
ments, the festival association will 
be reimbursed in fuli for a cap- 
ital investment on the purchase 
of any property and for the) 
of erecting buildings or installing 
equipment. With permanent ¢s- 
tablishment, the premium fund 
will be increased 10 per cent each 
year.

Take Everything We Can Get? 


Construction of 40 or more houses would be good for 


Upland. Any community would weleome such an improve- 
ment. And especially so, when construction of each new 
house would mean the razing of a shack. 


Such a project is planned here by the Upland Housing 
Authority, with the financial assistance of the United States 
Housing Authority. 

The so-called ‘‘Mexican settlement’? may be transplant- 
ed from its present location south of Foothill boulevard adja- 
cent to Campus avenue, to a site north of Foothill. All of 
this may not be actually realized but in general the tenta- 
tive plan calls for the razing of ‘‘sub-standard”’ dwellings 
and the construction of modern, sanitary houses. 

All members of the Upland Housing Authority are held 
im the highest regard. All of them have been Upland resi- 
dents for many, many years. Surely, they have at heart the 
real interest of the community. They should know more 
about the advantages—and disadvantages—of this project 
than anyone else. Great confidence is placed in G. A. Han- 
gon, the chairman of the local housing authority; Everett 
W. Henry, Paul F. Schowalter, Dr. Lilian F. Baxter and 
W. C. Scheu. 

They have given the ‘‘go ahead”’ order—employing Mrs. 
Douglas Black, very efficient and hard working, as secre- 
tary, and Otto Roen to direct development of the project. 

In the face of these advantages and the approval by the 
Joeal housing authority, anyone criticizing, or even ques- 
tioning the federal house re-building project here, might 
be regarded as a traitor to the community. 

While visualizing all the great advantages of such an 
undertaking here, however, we are inclined to wonder if our 
government is‘ni a little too benevolent in earmarking thous- 
ands upon thousands of dollars for the local project. Per- 
haps the way we house our Mexican popuiation is bad, but 
many large cities have much werse slum conditions for por- 
tions of the English-speaking population. 

Headlines crowd the front pages telling of the need for 
more defense and more taxes to pay for the defense. Yet,
